Feeding Tests Nothing Better Than Ory Baking Soda 


Relative Value of Beef Versus Skim 
Milk le Shown" F 

A couple of winter feeding tests 
with poultry, ten birds in each pen 
@s nearly equal in type and breeding 
as possible, at Nappan, N.S., Dominion 
experimental farm are of much inter- 
est and value. Two pehs were used 
in each test, which severally oxtends 
over seven and six months. In the 
euperintendont’s report for 1924 de- 
tails in full are given of the results 
in 1923-24 as well as the average for 
three years. In both cases both the 
cost of feeds and eggs values are ifn- 
cluded in the particulars furnished. 
The first test, which oxtended from 
Novomber 1 to May 61, was to deter- 
mine the rolative valuo of beef versus 
skim milk when added to the laying 
tations. The three-year average of 
beef scrap was 625.3 eggs with a profit 
per bird of $1.079 in pen No. 1 and of 
skim milik 938.7 eggs with a profit per 
bird of $1.65 in pen No, 2. If the in- 
creased profit over feed consumed can 
be credited to the skim milk, says 
the report, when marketed through 
the eggs, it has an average market 
valué of $1.82 per hundredweight. 

Test No. 2, extending from Novem- 
ber 1 to April 30, was designed to as 
certain the relative value of home 
taixed versus commercial feed mix- 
tures in economic egg production. The 
three-year average of pen No. 3 of 
eggs laid with home mixed was 680 at 
a profit per bird over feed cost of 
$1.277 and of pen No, 4 with commer: 
clal feed mixtures 607 at a profit per 
bird over feed cost of 94 cents. 

{n each case the’ rations supplied 
and the constituents of the home mix- 
ture, as well as the methods adopted 
ln feeding, are given in the report, 
which can be had free on application 
to the publications branch, Ottawa.

When Injury ts Slight 

Dry baking soda is an excellent 
remedy for slight burns where the 
skin is not broken. 

The soda should be spread on the 
part and then a clean bandage ap 
plied, 

When the flesh is broken some olly 

substance should be used. This sub- 
stance should be thoroughly cleansed, 
and all air should be excluded from the 
wound. 
Clean olive ofl, or vaseline, is good. 
Id linen should be soaked in one of 
these and gently wrapped around the 
part. 

If the burn is a very serious one, 
while the doctor is being sent for, 
bathe with a boric solution. Boric is 
cooling and healing. 

Never wrap fingers together when 
burned. Wrap separately. If wrap 
ped together they will stick and 
cause great pain. ‘ 

The same rule applies to toes also. 

Wrappings should be soaked in 
vaseline. Cotton should be placed 
underneath. This helps to keep out 
the air and thereby relleves pafn, 

Lard, mixed with flour, is a good 
cure for burns, 

Also turrpentine, applied to a burn 
where the skin is not broken, is good.

New Use For Noxiow Pat |Advises Use Of 


Chinese Tree of Heaven Will Produce 
Paper Pulp 

The Chinese “treo of heaven” will 
produce paper pulp of good fibre 
length. Whereas it was about to be 
condemned as a noxious plant, it may 
in later years help to solve the prob- 
lem of wood shortage for paper man- 
ufacturing purposes, 

The tree's papor pulp possibilities 
was discovered in experiments con- 
ducted by the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of forests and waters, co-operat- 
ing with the forest products laborator 
{es at Madisan, Wis. Asa result, the 
department will plant thousands of all- 
anthus (tree of heaven) seeds which 
in 25 years should produce 43.2 cords 
of wood to the acre, 

The tree grows rapidly and pro- 
duces a prolific crop of seeds. The 
first tree in Pennsylvania was plant- 
ed in Philadelphia about 100 years 
ago. From this and others set out 
{n various parts of the state for orna- 
mental purposes it has spread so 
quickly that, where it grows in thick. 
ets, its aggressiveness has begun to 
crowd out native trees.

Citrus Fruits 
Will Ward Off Ravagee of Time Saye 
German Scientiet 

The gonerous use of citrus fruits in 
the diet, says a German acientist, will 
do much toward warding off the rav- 
ages of time, In support of his theory 
he points out that cld age brings about 
the formation of deposita of mineral 
matter in the body which is not read- 
fly dissolved by ordinary foods, Citric 
acid, the acid found in lemons, 
oranges and grapefruit, is the best and 
most available solvent of ,these de 
posits. : 

Of course the objection, which will 
be immediately ralsed by the misin- 
formed is that with advancing age 
the body cannot stand so much acid. 
But those who put forth this con- 
tention only show their ignorance. 
Scientific experiments have demon- 
strated that, although citric acid is 
an acid, ita reaction in the body is 
alkaline, For this reason many phy- 
siclans recommend frequent drink- 
ing of orange juice for persons 
troubled with over acidity. 

Becauso of this alkaline reaction 
the citrus fruits in some form should 
be served as an accompaniment to 
meat dishes to counteract the effect of 
the acids formed by these heavy 
dishes, With your meat course serye 
a light, delicious lemon ice or an 
orange and grapefruit salad. Garnish 
your fish with a lemon tartare sauce 
or have lemon pudding, for example, 
for dessert.

Immenee Lose to the Country Through 
Forest Fires 

The natural resources intelligence’ 
service of the department of the in- 
terlor at Ottawa says: 

In the province of Quebec the past 
season reports say that only 22,000 
acrea of forest land was burned over. 
This is but one-tenth of what was 
burned over in 1924. The fact that 
this season the fire area was so much 
smaller than usual is ‘surely matter 
for congratulation and speaks well for 
the forest protective associations re 
sponsible, although they were favored 
with weather that was not conducive 
to forest flres. 

But even 22,000 acres of forest land 
is a large area, when contpared with 
agricultural land. If 220 farmers were 
to lose their entire crops in one year 
each from his 100-acre farm, there 
would be no congratulation, although 
the farmer could look forward to an- 
other crop next year, while it will be 
many years befre a crop, even of pulp- 
wood, can be taken from the burned. 
over area. 

What this loss of timber means to 
industry can hardly be estimated. In 
the frst place, {t would require labor 
to cut it, to haul it to the mill or 
stream for floating to the mill, to man- 
ufacture ft into lumber or woodpulp 
and a succession of operations until 
it finally reached a finished form. ‘fo 
enable this labor to live, food products 
are necessary, and here the agricul. 
{tural interests enter into the output of 
forest products. 

Practically every line of business 
enters, directly or indirectly, Into the 
utilization of our forests, Whether 
the areas burned over by forest fires 
| be great or small, they represent one 
of the costs of dolng business which 
Canada, as a nation, has to provide for 
when figiiring on the value of her na- 
tural resources as a basis for national 
wealth,

British Columbia’s growth as a 
manufacturing province is well illus- 
trated by figures compiled by the Pro 
vincial Government. In 1880 only 415 
plants were in operation, producing 
about $3,000,000 worth of goods per 
year, whereas in 1924 no less than 
3,566 firms were in operation, with a 
total payrol lof $107,000,000, and pro- 
duced goods to the gross value of $285, 
000,000 the capital investment amount- 

ing to over $300,000,000,
